THINGS. EVERY HOUSEWIFE

Should the pile of velvet or velveteen be 
crushed, sponge the back with ammonia and 
water, only slightly damping the material. 


Hold the velvet firmly out between the two 


hands while a helper passes a warm iron 
underneath on the wrong side. The steam 
thus produced raises the pile. 


It is a great mistake to open a wet um- 
brella to dry it, as the moisture causes the 
ribs to bend, and the umbrella will notclose 


tightly when once warped. It should be 


turned upside down, otherwise the water will 
soak into the emrting point of the ribs and 
the silk will rot. When out of use it should 
be unrolled, or the folds will quickly split.

LAUSANNE, Wednesday. 
The proceedings of Committee No. 1, pre- 
sided over by Sir Horace Rumbold, this after- 
noon were interesting. 
The Commission dealt chiefly with the terri- 
torial clauses of the Treaty. 
With reference to Article 21 of the Draft 
Tréaty regarding the Straits, Ismet Pasha de- 
clared that if it was intended to make any 
modifications the Russians should be invited 
to send a representative. 
It was stated in reply that there was no 
intention of modifying or re-opening the ques- 
tion. The Russians, however, bad been in- 
formed that if they should modify their atti- 
tade their presence at Lausanne would be de- 
sirable. 
The Allies rejected the Turkish claim & the 
Island of Castelloriszo on the grounds set 
forth in their Note of April 2, and refused to 
discuss any substantial territorial alterations. 
They pointed out thas Ismet Pasha had ac- 
cepted the Allies’ decision in regard to the 
Dodecanese in his letter of February 4. It 
was further pointed out that there were no 
Turks on the Island of Castellorizzo. 
Ismet Pasha, replying, declared that the 
Turks always considered the island as an 
integral part of their Asiatic mainiand, and 
added that the Conference of Ambassadors 
had left Castellorizzo to Italy, but the island 
was not included in the Dodecanere group 
and the question was never discussed. 
He hoped the Allies would ey his view. 
The Itelian delegates followed, advancing 
a number of reasons why no discussion of the 
subject was admissible. There were no Turka 
on the island, and, therefore, there was no 
infringement of the Turkish National Pact. 
Risa Nour for the first time at this confer- 
ence spoke next, contending that al] the 
islands in Turkish territorial waters should 
belong to Turkey. 
Ismet Pasha suggested arbitration, the 
terms of reference being based on geographi- 
cál grounds. 
The Allies, however, declined the suggee- 
tion, whereupon Ismet declared that he re- 
served his decision. 
The next point of interest raised by the 
Turks was the introduction of an autonomons 
régime for the Turks in Antioch and 
Alexandretia, and the French agreed to re- 
draft the article. 
RUSSIA’S ATTITUDE.

Soundings more or less oblique will, it is 
believed, undoubtedly continue to be made in 
London and Paris by the German Govern- 
ment, just as they have been made repeatedly 
during the past two months, but it is con- 
sidered here that official Germany is still Tar 
from being in a fit state of mind ine which 
i) approach France with proposals such as 
the latter could consider. A change in 
tactics, it is declared, in a0 way denotes a 
change of heart. 
Finally, it should be recalled that France 
insists, as a preliminary condition to the open- 
ig of negotiations that Gérmany should com- 
pletely renounce her policy of passive resist- 
ance, and, as M. Poincaré has said, France 
can afford to wait.—(Reuter.)

The Minister for Home Affairs 


said, in reply to a question, that,

out unauthorised raids, and the authorities were anxious to catch them. 
The debate on Dr. McCartan’s motion in favour of liberating cer- 
tain persons who are on hunger-strike in prisom was resumed.

McCartan withdrew his motion, but 


announced that he would propose 


another in due course. Several members spoke strongiy against the de- 


tention of prisoners against whom no 


formal charge had been framed. 


The Speaker took the chair at 3.18 o'clock. 


QUESTIONS. 
CAPITAL INVESTED ABROAD. 


The Minister for Finance told Mr. Thomas 
Johnson that material for furnishing a return 
of the total capital invested by citizens of 
the Saorstat Eireann in Government stocks, 
Corporation stocks, shares in limited com- 
panies and other interest-bearing securities (1) 
within the terri of Saorstat Eireann, and 
(2) without the territory of Saorstat Eireann, 
was not available. He expected that the in- 
formation would become available within the 
next two years as a result of the Double 
Taxation (Relief) Act. 

Answering Mr. Gavan Daffy, Mr. Cosgrave 
said that he did not intend to introduce legis- 
lation to exempt from income tax salaries paid 
to employés of the Dail from the 21st January, 
1919, to the 10th January, 1922. 

The Minister for Local Government (Mr. 
Blythe) informed Mr. Johnson that the Pro- 
vieonal Order in regard to the Ballaly water 
scheme submitted by Rathdown Rurai Dis- 
trict Council was being prepared, and would 
be ready for issue almost immediately. He 
understood that the preparacion of the Stand 
ing Orders dealing wrth private bills and 
Provisional Orders was nearing completion, 
and that it would be possible to have the F'ro- 
visional Order confirmed under these Orders 
without undue delay. If, however, the adop- 
tion of the Standing Orders should be delayed 
for any considerable time, in view of the 
fact that the necessary loca] inquiry into the 
scheme had been held, he would consider 
whether the Provisional Order might not be 
confirmed by ordinary public bill. It would 
be understood that the latter course could be 
adopted only if he was satisfied that the bill 
was likely to go through without opposition.

MOTION TO REDUCE SUGAR

HUNGER-STRIKERS. 
THE CASE OF MISS COSTELLO. 


The House resumed the discussion on the 
motion of Dr. McCartan (Leix-Offaly), which 
was adjourned from Friday last :—' Uhat, in 
view of recent developments towards peace, 
the Dail is of opinion it would be in the 
national interest to release the prisoners now 
in a precarious condition as a result of hunger- 
strike.”’ ‘ 

Mr. Figgis (Dublin County) said that he 
thought het, as a génera] principle, it must 
be agreed that if prisoners were taken by any 
Government, and were rightfully and lawfully 
held, they should be prepared to endure what- 
ever their actions might involve. He had 
never believed in the policy of hunger-strike. 
They were faced here by the problem of 
prisoners who had not been found guilty and 
sentenced, but who had undertaken the re- 
ang or é of abstaining from food because 
they held that they were not rightfully in 
jail. The charge against Miss Costello was 
that, without proper authority, she had in her 
control documents calculated to be prejudicial! 
to the safety of the State, in that she, at 
No. 15 St. Joseph's road, on the 27th March, 
had in her control numbers (which he quoted) 
of Poblacht na hEireann, 

From what he had learned, a certain file of 
Poblacht na hEireann was discovered in her 
house. It was a complete file, and con- 
tained these numbers of the publication. She 
was not charged with having the file, but in 
the file were certain numbers; and, further, 
in these numbers the person who examined 
the file discovered articles which were pre- 
judicial to the safety of the State. 


lication had been on sale in Dublin for a good 
many months. He had séen copies of it sold 
publicly, and any citizen was at liberty to 
purchase them.

These 
copies were found in her house, but anyone 
who had taken part in political affairs knew 
very well whose file it was that was 
found. It was the file of her brother, Father 
Costello, who had been, and was at the 
present time, prominently connected with the 
irreguiars. Miss Costello had stated that 
the nle was not her property. 

It was not a sufficient reason why Miss 
Costello should be held in a condition that 
might lead to her death. He believed that 
one of the other ladies on hunger strike had 
been charged with being resident in a certain 
house that she never saw in her life, and he 
believed it would be possible to argue in that 
case that it was a case of mistaken identity. 
The general principle stated by the Minister 
of Home Affairs, with which he agreed, did not 
apply in cases of this kind, where persons 
had been arrested for reasons which were no: 
sufficient in law, : 

He was not concerned personally in this 
matter. They were faced with a very grave 
issue, and it would be a terrible thing if 
seeds of vengeance were to be left behind as 
a consequence of any unfortunate death of 
this kind. If the motion were pressed, he 
would vote for it, because he believed that 
these particular prisoners who were now being 
held were prisoners who should not be held 


in jail. 
THREE CLASSES. 


Mr. Gerald FitzGibbon, K.C., drew atten- 
tion to a.matter which, he said, appeared to 
have escaped the attention of most of the 
deputies, and, he was afraid, the notice of 
the Government. He drew attention to it in 
the hope that it might possibly have some 
bearing on the present case, and prevent a 
recurrence of it. : 

There were three classes of people who 
were rightfully put under restraint. No 
question arose as to convicted: criminals. They 
were imprisoned, and nothing could prevent 
their continued detention. There was 
another class of people who were placed under 
restraint, because they were under suspicion. 
They could not be treated as prisoners who 
wete tried and convicted, or who were about 
to be tried. 

The third class was that of people who had 
had been charged with a definite offence, and 
once they had been charged, it was the duty 
of the declan to detain them no longer 
than was necessary either to convict them or 
to acquit them. When those people com- 
mehced hunger striking, they were probably 
being detained as suspects, and if there were 
any charges against them, they should have 
been put on trial. It seemed to him that a 
charge of being in possession of seditious 
documents was sufficient to justify a trial, 
and the person in question should either be 
acquitted or convicted. 
The protest of the people on hunger strike 
was foolish, and the case made by the Go- 
vernment against allowing them out was con- 
clusive, except as an act of grace. 


PROMPT TRIALS,

Those 
risoners were arrested because of the know- 
ledge the Government had that they were 
participants in the conspiracy that had gone 
on for the last twelve months against the 
State. And when they were dealing with a 
conspiracy there was an equality of guilt. It 
was an accident that one person was found in 
an overt act and that another was not. 

The methods employed against the State 
were assassination, general sabotage, the min- 
ing of picture houses, and the blowing up of 
business establishments; and he submitted 
that where it was within the knowledge of the 
State, the Executive, or responsible Army 
officers, that people were participants in that 
conspiracy, there was an equality of guilt. .

DAMAGED RAILWAYS, 
QUESTION OF REPAIRS. 
Mr. Davin (Leix-Offaly}, on the motion for 
adjournment, raised the question of the con- 
tinued closing-down of a number of branch 
lines on the Great Southern and Western 
and other railway systems. He referred to 
the hnes from. Dungarvan to Castletown 
Roche, Fermoy to Mitchelstown, Rathmore, 
Headford Junction, Kenmare, Valentia, Kil- 
timagh, Coolaney, Lisduff Quarries, Cobh 
Goods Station, Killaloe, and the Claremorris 
sections of the Great Southern and Western 
Railway. He said that he had communicated 
with the Minister of Industry and Commerce, 
and was told that a large number of railway 
men had been disemployed on a certain section 
because it was being worked at a loss. He 
could not understand the mentality of the 
directors when they judged the profits and. 
loss of the company as a whole simply by the

Referring to Lisduff Quarry, which had 
been closed, he said that 200 men had been 
pushed out of employment, The men were 
suffering extreme hardship. They had them. 
selves offered to protect the quarry if they 
were supplied with 20 rifles, but that sugges- 
tion was ignored. At the same time bonuses 
up to 200 guineas were being paid to higher 
officials of the company for increased work 
owing to political and other troubles.

Cork, Bandon and South Coast Rail- 
way was now open to Bantry, and repairs to 
the Skibbereen branch were in hands. Re- 
garding the Great Southern and Western Rail- 
way, he thought that none of the deputies who 
aa made .a°case against the Ministry, but 
had been making a case against the railways, 
and it was none of the Ministry's business to 
ies. 

Mr. Davin said that his point was that 
pressure was not brought to bear on the com- 
panies to repair the lines. 

Professor Whelehan said that it was a 
question of what pressure they could bring to 
bear on the companies. He went on to give 
details of the arrangements made for the 
repair of bridges, and said that the repair of 
some of them would be undertaken by the 
Government. The Great Southern and 
Western Railway contended that the County 
Councils should bear the cost of repair, and 
the Ministry wrote to Mr. Davin asking him 
to request the County Council's solicitor to 
take the matter up with the railway company. 
The Ministry of Industry and Commerce 
would bring pressure to bear on the railway 
companies so far as it could, and in the 
majority of cases, with the exception of the 
Great Southern and Western Railway, they 
had been met half-way by the companies in 
their endeavours to bring about normal traffic. 

General Mulcahy said that they ho to 
have the whole section between Millstreet, 
Killarney and Kenmare opened up by the 
beginning of next week. at day he had 
made arrangements that would leave no room 
for excuse with regard to the line between 
Wexford and Wellington Bridge. That might 
not affect the Rosslare situation, but would 
bring relief to the people locally. Trains ran 
over the Sligo and Claremorris section on 
Tuesday, and there would be no excuse for not 
having a regular service in future, as suff- 
cient protection had been afforded. 

The House rose at 8.45 and adjourned until

It is a farm 
of nearly 13 Irish acres, not far from 
Tipperary town; P.L.V. £11, rent £9, fixed 
by mutual judicial agreement in January, 
1917, bein the sum the tenant had long been 
paying. in October, 1921—the war boom 
over—he sold his interest in open market, 
having bought a larger holding on the same 
property im the ‘same way, and his sdhcitor 
notified me that the farm was sold to Mr. 
——, an extensive farmer and highly respect- 
able man, for £1.200. Add to that commis- 
sion, £60, and costs and expenses—all on the 
purchaser—and we reach roundly £1,300, or 
£100 an ‘acre, or 144 years’ purchase on the 
£9 rent. The vendor had cleared that to the 
previous gale day. 

Now there is no reply whatever from the 
new tenant when he is asked tu pay the £9, 
but a sort of tentative offer of half of it—viz., 
£4 10s.—from ‘‘ The Secretary, Unpurchased 
Tenants’ Association, South Tipperary.” 
Other holdings in the same townland were 
sold about the same time at the same huge 
prices, and now there are no rents. The 
estate is a small one, charged with two 
benevolent annuities to two reduced old ladies, 
and but for a portion of the property in 
another county, where the tenante do pay, the 
poor annuitants would starve.

ARREARS OF INCOME TAX. 

TO THE EDITOR OF TIIC IRISH TIMES. 
Stg,— The correspondence on the subject of 
arrears of income tax which has been appearing 
in your columns during the past few days is 
very interesting. One of the minor tragedies 
of the present situation in Ireland is the 
fact that the Government of the Irish Free 
State is not receiving that measure of sup’ 
port from its citizens which 1 had every 
reason to expect—particularly from that sec 
tion who have been life-long advocates of the 
policy that the present Government has suc 
ceeded in bringing to fruition. I do not 
refer to the popular forms of yes oi such 
as flag-waving and shouting at public meet 
ings, but rather to the soli support which a 
State should expect from its citizens by the 
prompt payment of such taxes as tho State 
in its wisdom imposes, 

Moving among the commercial community, 
as I do every day, I am struck with the fact 
that those who are strongest in their objec- 
tion to the suggestion of the Government 
that they shall collect arrears of income tas 
from their employés are those people who 
during the past few years did not them- 
selves pay income tax or make income tax 
returns to the Government. Why should 
the State deny itself the privilegey that it 
extends to its subjects’ If a man, owing me 
money, refuses to pay, and if I am aware 
that he has a certain source of income, 
the State will assist mé to recover my rights 
by giving me an order on that income, Why 
should the State itself not exercise the right 
which it gives to its citizens? 

One of the little humours of the present 
situation is the threat that the officials of 
the First Dail are to be called on to pay 
income tax on their salaries—not, be it re 
membered, to the Irish Free State, but to the 
British Government, for whom the Irish Free 
State is now acting as official collector of 
arrears of income tax. The idea that 
President Cosgrave will have to pay income 
tax at the rate of 6s. in the £ on the salary 
that he received as Minister of Loca] Govern- 
ment under Dail Eireann «s enough to make 
one smile. It is well we have a little 
humour to brighten our lives in these days of
